Aircrafts- 
man T. E. Shaw today revenled for 
the firsl time how he sacrificed rank 
and honors, picked a new name at 
random from the Army list and be- 
came a private in the Air Force to 
get away from his war-time reputa- 
tion. 


This little Irishman who, as colonel 


in the British army, reigned supreme 
in the Arabian desert during the 
great war, told me of his efforts to 
forget . . . and be forgotten. He ex- 
plained how even since he entered the 
Air Force as a subordinate, govern- 
ments nil over the world have accused 
him of being the force behind native 
uprising in their territories. 


The man who induced thousands of 


Arabs to rise against the Turks in the 
desert while Allenby's guns pounded 
at Turkish divisions in Palestine, dep- 
recated 
fame , riches and worldly 


pleasures. He told me how he sighed 
to be left alone. 


"After my job in the Arab war was 


done." he said, "1 went to see a friend 
of mine in the war office. I told him 
I was sick and tired of rank and 
wanted to enlist in the Air Force. At 
first he was astonished. Then he saw 
that I was in earnest. 'All right,' he 
said, 'but you'll have to change your 
name'. The inference was that 'Col- 
onel' Lawrence could not posibly be 


allowe dto enlist as a private. So I 
agreed, 


Took n New Name 


"Then came the search for a new 


name. 'What about taking yours?' I 
asked my friend. He protested, 'nil 
right then,' I relored, Til take the 
first one syllable name I find in the 
army list." 


"My friend sent for the book. It 


wa sopcnecl. I ran my finger down a 
page and stopped at the name Shaw. 


"It has been suggested that I, took 


the name, because of my friendship 
and admiration for Bernard Shaw. 
This is incorrect. I did, however, 
apologize to him for having chosen 
it and oxplainod how it happened. 
G. B. S. replied to this: 'That's all 
right,' he wrote, 'the more Shaws there 
are the greater is S-H- -W.' "

name did not prevent reports being 
circulated from time to time, blaming 
hi mfor insurrections and rebellions in i 
many countries, sometimes simultane- I 
ously.

He returned homo last week from the 


convention of the American News- 
>apcr Publishers association at New 
r'ork and was placed in the care of 
doctors. The last several months he 
lad spent at his summer home in 
Pass Christian, Miss., endeavoring to 
regain his health. 


Colonel Ewing was publisher of the 


New Orleans States, the Shreveport 
Times, the Monroe News-Star and the 
Monroe World. 


He was born in Mobile, Ala., Sep- 


tember 27, 1859, the son of Lindsay 
and Martha Hunter Ewing. His fath- 
er was a native of Edinburg, Scotland 
and came to America in 1840, landing 
at Mobile where he prospered as a 
cotton merchant. His mother was of 
the Toulmin family of Alabama and 
the South. 


Impoverished by the Civil War, the 


Ewing sons were forced to withdraw 
from school and seek employment. At 
the age of 12, Robert Ewing became a 
runner in his uncle's bank at Mobile 
and at 13, he was a Western Union 
messenger boy. He went 
to 
night 


school and studied telegraphy and at 
(lie age of 17 he was an Associated 
Press operator at Mobile. 


In 1819 at the ago of 19, he joined 


the forces of Jay Gould in establish- 
ing the American Union Telegraph 
company and became its manager in 
Mobile and two years later in New 
Orleans. When the Western Union 
took over the American, young Ewing 
returned to The Associated Press as 
an operator and became known as one 
of the most competent uf the old time 
hand senders. 


He was one of the seven members of 


the national executive committc-i! of 
the Order of Telegraphers at the time 
of the strike against 
the 
Western

WASHINGTON.—The. women of 
" the country appear to be stirred 
tip more about prohibition than 
they have beeu about anything else 
during times ot peace. 


The Woman's National Commit- 


tee for Law Enforcement had no 
sooner concluded a convention here 
with about 
SOO women gathered 


than the new Women's Organiza- 
tion for National Prohibition Re- 
form was in session with more 
than a thousand women registered. 
All the Indies were grimly deter- 
mined and full of pep and for a day 
or two .brickbats were being tosseil 
from one headquarters into the 
other. 


It becomes obvious enough that 


a real fight is on between dry worn 
en and wet women, but the absorb 
Ing question Is whether the wet 
wpmen, when they get themselves 
good and organized, will be as in 
fiuential or more so that the, dry 
women. 
To be influential 
they 


must get women to. go to the poll 
and elect wet candidates. 


Dry Group Is Nine Years Old 
The organization of dry women 


Is nine years old and the organiza 
lion of wet women is less than two 
years old. 
The dry women have 


really been organized for decades, 
through the W C. T..U., the church 
organizations and other groups, 
but the prohibition reform outfit is 
the only organization—of 
impor- 


tance, at least—that the wet wom- 
en have ever had. 


The fact that the wet women had 


more pc-ople at their convention 
than the dry women probably isn't 
indicative as r e g a r d s relative 
strength. 
9 


But. 
for that matter, you can't 


go on the fact that tho dry wom- 
en's organization claimed to repre- 
sent 12,000,000 women and that the 
wet women's organization claimed 
only 300,000 members. Most of the 
organizations which make- up the 
dry women's committee are church 
or prohibition groups, but there is 
also the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs with 3.000,000 mem- 


bers and an obvious wet minority. 


Nobody professes that the alleged 


12,000,000 women can he persuaded 
to go out and vote for any dry 
presidential candidate. Some of 
the big wet ma.iorlM.es in the last 
elections and referenda made it ap- 
parent that plenty of women must 
be voting wet; that they weren't 
all drys, at least. And the ifverage 
member among the 300,000 of the 
wet women's organization may be 
more active and effective than the 
average woman among the millions 
represented by the dry women's or- 
ganization. 


Drys Better Organized 


Nevertheless, it must be said that 


the dry women are really much 
more thoroughly organized than the 
wet women and It remains Co be 
seen whether the wet women can 
get organized to the point where 
they will be an important factor in 
'national politics. 
' ' 


Without making any guesses 


about that, one leaves off listen- 
ing to the dry ladies and the wet 
ladies pretty well sold on the idea 
advanced by both that prohibi- 
tion is going to be the big issue 
of 
19:52... No other Issue coirtd 


have brought so many earnest, 
voluble women swarming into the 
capital. 
No other 
issue 
could 


have made so many of them 
promise, publicly and privately, to 
holt their party if it nominated 
for president a man with views 
opposite to theirs on prohibition. 


The National League of Wo- 


men Voters, which concerns it- 
self with various other national 
problems, met at about the same 
time with nowhere near as much 
attendance or publicity.

HE pardon of William R. Atkins by Lieutenant Governor 


Wilson before the convicted banker had even entered the 


penitentiary to serve a sentence imposed by the court, calls 
to mind the old saying that "Figures won't lie, but liars will 
figure." 


After the Hope Star had exposed the unusual proceed- 


ings under which the pardon was granted, the Lieutenant 
Governor tried to justify his action by declaring that peti- 
tions had been filed in the case "bearing several hundred 
names of Hempstead county citizens." 
At one time the 


number of signers was estimated at ,300. 


The Hope Star promised to publish the list, and later 


did so—two lists, in fact, instead of one. One petition FOR 
clemency contained 105 names, and another petition contain- 
ing J55 names was AGAINST pardon. The Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor must have added the two petition-—105 plus 155 equals 
£60, or almo.st the estimated 300. 


The petition against the pardon, presented to Governor 


Parnell in person on November 25, soon after Atkins' con- 
vi^tion, said among other things: 


• "That the said W. R. Atkins having publicly announced 


and repeatedly stated that he had arranged everything so 
that he would not go to the penitentiary for the crimes and , 
offenses committed in connection with the failure and wreck- 
age of the Bank of McCaskill. we take this method of pro-: 
testing against your extending him a pardon or executive ! 
clemency."
